L.  E.  Ziegler,  superintendent  of  the 
Maryville  Public  Schools,  is  the  new 
president  of  the  Northwest  Missouri 
High  School  Assosiatlon.  Mr.  Zicglor, 
who  was  secretary  of  the  association 
this  year,  was  elected  to  its  presidency 
at  the  annual  meeting  of  thcorganiza- 
tiou  at  the  College  last  Thursday,  Fri¬ 
day,  and  Saturday. 

Mr.  Cooper,  director  of  extension  at. 
the  College,  was  elected  secretary  of 
the  association.  Mr.  Cooper  and  Mr. 
Ziegler  will  have  practically  all  of  the 
management  of  next  year’s  meeting  on 
their  hands  .The  teachers  have  chosen 
October  13,  14  and  15  as  the  dates  for 
their  1£>27  meeting  at  the  College. 

A  program,  diversified  as  it  was  en¬ 
tertaining  and  instructive,  was  given 
at  the,  annual  meeting  of  the  organize- 
hood  of  700  teachers  from  all  over  the 
district  were  present,  and  the  concensus 
of  opinion  was  that  the  meeting  this 
year  was  far  better  than  average.  Lib¬ 
rarians  from  the  Missouri  Library  As¬ 
sociation  met  in  Maryvilo  at  the  same 
time  that  the  teachers  wore  here,  and 
joint  sessions  wero  held  daily  to  mutual 
benefit. 

Frasier  Outstanding 
''Probably  the  outstanding  number  on 
the  three-day  program  was  tho  address 
on  Friday  morning  by  Dr.  George  Wil- 
lird  Frasier,  president  of  the  Colorado 
State  Teachers-  College.  Dr.  Frasier,  who 
is  the  youngebt  college  president  in  tin 
United  States, plead  for  individualism, 
saying  that  twentieth  century  co-opera¬ 
tion,  socialization,  and  community  ac¬ 
tivities  have  too  far  suppressed  indi¬ 
vidualism. 

“It  seems  to  me  that  this  idea  has 
gone  too  far,”  said  Doctor  Frasier.  “It 
is  time  to  stop  and  separate  ourselves 
out  from  our  multiplicity  of  parties, 
organizations,  clubs  and  gatherings  and 
do  some  individual  thinking. 

“Group  loyalty  is  a  very  fine  thing. 
It  lias  accomplished  much  good  in  the 
world.  But  group  loyalty  is  not  enough. 
The  ■  world  today  demands  individual 
thinking  and  action. 

“What  we  need  today  is  not  less 
group  loyalty  but  more  intelligent  loyal¬ 
ty,  and  more  action  based  upon  rea¬ 
son.” 

Do  Everything  In  Groups. 

“We  in  this  day  and  ago 'seem  to 
want  to  do  everything  in  large  groups,” 
Dr.  Frasier  declared.  •  “Wo  educate  in 
classes,  worship  in  crowds,  live  in  citio8^ 
travel  the  main  roads  and  purchase  our 
merchandise  at  places  of  business  which 
are-  most  frequented.  It  is  possible  for 
a  man  to  live  his  lifo  through  without 
once  separating  himself  from  the  mass 
to  study  his  own  inner  lifo  and  to  live 


clan  were  those  pertaining  to  the  ncccs- 
J  sities  of  life.  They  wore  tho  activities 
involved  in  securing  food,  in  repulsing 
enemies,  in  tho  administration  of  jus¬ 
tice  and  in  the  performance  of  religious 
rites  and  ceremonies.  Even  morality 
was  not  a  personal  matter,  but  con¬ 
sisted  of  living  in  harmony  with  tribal 
customs.”

Reed  Tells  of  Boys. 

One  of  the  most  popular  lectures  on 
the  program  was  given  Thursday  morn¬ 
ing,  when  David  Alden  Reed,  Congress¬ 
man  from  New  York  and  co-author  of 
the  Curtis-Reed  bill  to  establish  a  sec¬ 
retary  of  education  in  the  President’s 
cabinet,  spoke  on  “.Spirit”.  Mr.  Reed's 
talk  was  devoted  almost  entirely  to 
instances  in  the  lives  of  boys  lie  had 
known. 

For.  fourteen  years  he  was  coach  of 
football  at  Cornell  University,  Ithaca, 
N.  Y.,  and  his  stories  were  mostly 
about  boys  lie  had  known  in  an  ath¬ 
letic  way. 

Mr.  Reed  spoke  highly  of  the  teachers 
of  today,  saying  that  tho  type  of  young 
manhood  and  womanhood  ,  tliej’-  are 
turning  out,  it  high.  He  paid  a  gldwing 
tribute  to  President  Lamkin  of  the  Col¬ 
lege  when  he  said: 

"In  all  my  life  in  Washington,  I 
have  never  known  a  man  who  rendered 
a  more  conspicuous  service  to  the  sol- 
.diers  than  did  my  dear  friend  and  j’our 
president,  Mr.  Lamkin.  , 

“And  I  do  not  know  of  any  man  who, 
through  his  work  and  life  in  Washing¬ 
ton,  made  more  warm  friends.  You  are 
fortunate  in  having  him  in  your  Col¬ 
lege  and  in  your  city.” 

A  Talk  on  Personality 

“Personality  as  I  seo  it  is  the  most 
significant  potential  possession  that 
.immortal  man  can  possess,  and  I  pre¬ 
sume  it  is  all  that  he  has  in  tho  world,” 
Dr.  C.  E. .Germane,  faculty  member  at 
'the  University,  said  in  his  address  pro¬ 
ceeding  that  of  Mr.  Reed’s. 

Dr.  Germane  emphasized  four  points 
on  the  subject  of  personally:. “ What  is 
personality;”  “  How  is  it  developed;” 
“How  can  I  improve  my  personality;” 
and  “Why  should  I  improve  it!” 

“Personality  consists  of  all  responses 
and  reactions  that  we  make  toward  all 
experiences  of  a  lifo  time.  Personality 
becomes  one  character  in  action,”  lie 
said.  ,  -  < 

Other  speakers  Friday .  morning  were 
Fannie  W.  Dunn  and  Milton  J.  FCrgus- 
on.  Tho  problem  of  the  rural  school  is 
tho  greatest  confronting  the  United 
Stntes  today,  Dr.  Dunn  said.  She  is  an 
assistant  professor  of  education  in  Co¬ 
lumbia  Univorsity,  New  York,  and  she 
j  has  the  degrees  of  B.  S.,  M.  A.  and  Ph. 
D.  from  that  school.  Sho  is  a  Virgin¬ 
ian  by  birth  but  received  her  early 
training  in  Ponbody  Normal  College, 
Nashville,  Tenn. 

Doctor  Dunn’s  ospccial  ontercsts  in 
tho  field  of  rural  education  aro  profes¬ 
sional  supervision  of  rural  schools,  im¬ 
proved  conditions  for  one-teacher 
schools,  whore  such  schools  are  neces- 
(Oontinuod  on  Page  4)  .

After  Bearcats 
Trim  Cape, 14-10 


Figures  of  Game  Last  Week  Show  That 
Maryville  Had  Edge  Over  Indians. — 
Many  Fumbles'  Mar  Contest.  ■ 


Tho  College  Bearcats  will  leave  Mary¬ 
ville  Thursday  afternoon  for  Spring- 
field,  •  where  they  will  meet  tho  Bears 
of  the  .Southwest  Missouri  Stato  Teach¬ 
ers  College  in  tho  second  conference 
game  of  the  season  for  both  teams.  This 
game  will  decide  which  team  swings 
into  the  leadership  of  the  Missouri  In¬ 
tercollegiate  Athletic  Association,  as 
both  the  Bearcats  and  tho  Boars  have 
won  from  the  Capo  Girardeau  Indians. 

When  Springfield  played  the  Indians, 
the  winning  margin  was  two  field  goals. 
Last  Friday  tho  Bearcats  met  tho  Capo 
team  'hero-in  Maryville,  and  the  score 
was  14  to'10. 

Although .  tho  game  here  was  a  poor 
one  from  many  angles,  the  play-by-play 
summary  indicates  that  the  Bearcats 
bad  the  edge  by  a  slight  margin.  The 
game  was  marred  by  four  fumbles  by 
each  team,  and  each  one  of  these  fum¬ 
bles  came  at  a  time  when  airtight  foot¬ 
ball  would  have  seen  a  different  result. 
Both  Maryville  touchdowns,  the  Capo 
touchdown,  and  tho  Indians’  fiold  goal 
were  direct  results  of  fumbles. 

Have  Ends,  the  Bearcat  captain,  op¬ 
ened  tlie  scoring  early  in  the  first  quar¬ 
ter  when  Indian  fumbles  paved  tlie  way 
to  a  position  within  scoring  distance. 

In  tlie  second  quarter  a  fumble  soon 
resulted  in  a  Capo  Girardeau  field  goal, 
and  in  tlie  third  quarter  tho  visitors 
crossed  tlie  goal  line  on  a  long  pass 
after  Maryville  had  lost  the  bnll  deep 
in  her  own  territory  on  a  fumble. 

And  then  tho  final  Mnryvillo  touch¬ 
down,  when  tho  gnmo  wus  in  its  wan¬ 
ing  minutes,  came  when  Bert  Ervin  out¬ 
fought  a.  Capo  puntor  and  rolled  across 
the  last  white  marker- with  the  recov¬ 
ered  fumble  tucked  up  against  his  jor- 
soy. 

On  yards  from  scrimmngo,  Maryville 
led.  Tlie  Bearcats  negotiated  115  1-0 
yards  through  tho  lino  nnd  around  tho 
ends,  while  Capo’s  total  was  72  1-0 
yards. 

The  seven  Maryville  punts  nvorngod 
34  5-7  yards, .while  tho  thirteen  Capo 
kicks  had  an  average  of  31  5-13  yards. 

Tho  Marvillo  linemen  woro  always 
down  well  on  punts,  nnd  Capo  was  un¬ 
able  to  run  back  a  single  Bearcat  kick. 
On  tho  other  hand,  Willoughby,  Mary¬ 
ville  safety  man,  ran  back  six  punts 
for  a  total  of  35  yards. 

Eacli  toam  made  five  first  downs,  but 
tho  44  yards  which  Maryville  was  pena¬ 
lized  made  possiblo  most  of  these  for 
Capo.  Tho  Indians .  were  penalized  but 
15  yards  during  tho  gamo. 

Capo  completed  one  pass  for  32  yards 
ami  a  touchdown.  Mnryvillo.  failed  to 
complete  a  pass  two  boing  fuiluros. 
Ono  Capo  pass  was  intercepted.  1 

Capo  tried  ono  field  gonl  from  tho 
20  yard  Hue.  It  was  blocked  ,  and 
Maryville  recovered. 

The  sensation  of  tho  game  enmo  in 
tho  second  quarter  when  Eiids  skirted 
right  tmd  for  63  yards  and  a  touchdown.

Late  Monday  morning  the  body  of  the  1 6-year-old  son 
of  President  and-  Mrs.  Lamkin  gave  way  before  a  long-last¬ 
ing  siege  of  ill  health,  and  the  soul  of  the  boy  found  rest  in 
the  Far,  Far  Country. 

Those  who  mourn  Billy  Lamkin  are  those  who  knew  him. 
His  friends  were  numbered,  by  his  acquaintances.  In  his  actions, 
his  manners,  his  life,  there  was  no  room  for  anything  but  the 
gentle,  the  kind,  the  happy. 

For  many  years  Bjtly  Lamkin  fought  to  strengthen  a 
body  weakened,  in  early  childhood-.  Yet  for  all  of  the  fighting 
for  health,  there  was  time  for  his  studies.  His  teachers  say 
that  he  anticipated  their  questions ;  that  his  work  reflected  care¬ 
ful  preparation:  that  in  school  he  was  the  ideal  pupil. 

.His  was  the  beginning  of  a  life  of  leadership.  Ever  will¬ 
ing  to  serve,  ever  anxious  to  accommodate,  he  aided-  materi¬ 
ally  in  the  functions  and  growth  of  the  high  school  department 
of  the  College. 

Outside  of  his  immediate  family,  thcrc-can  be  none  who 
mourn  the  passing  of  Billy  Lamkin  more  than  the  athletes  of 
the  College.  To  them  he  was  a  pal.  For  six  years  he  has  occu¬ 
pied  a-  seat  on  the  players’  bench  in  football  and  basketball. 
He  knew  the  game,  whatever  it  might  be,  and-  on  his  desk  at- 
home  were  pictures  of  College  teams  for  every  year  that  he 
has  been  here. 

Quiet  f  uneral  services  were  held  at  the  Lamkin  home  Tues¬ 
day  afternoon.  Then  the  body  was  laid  away  in  a  receiving 
vault  until  Mrs.  Lamkin  will  be  able  to  accompany  it,  along 
with  the  rest  of  the  family,  to  Clinton,  Mo.,  where  burial  will 
be. 

Billy  Lamkin  is  dead-  only  in  the  body.  His  memory  will 
live  long  in  the  minds  of  those  who  knew  him.  His  friendly 
smile,  his  quiet,  mannerly  way  of  living,  and  his  coura¬ 
geous. determination  will  all  remain  to  say  that  he  did  not  live 
in  vain.

long  as  it  remains  on  tho  statuto  books, 
should  lie  upheld.  Our  students  also  feel 
that  this  is  a  matter  of  vitnl  concern 
to  all  citizens  of  the  stato,  especially 
thoso  in  campus  circlos,  and  that  a  def¬ 
inite  student  campaign  against  it  should 
bo  launched.  Tho  moral  effect  of  such 
a  united  student  stand  would  bo  tre¬ 
mendous.”

Three  school  board  members  of  Ar¬ 
cadia,  Kansas,  a  town  of  some  400  in¬ 
habitants,  arc  sponsoring  regulations 
governing  tlio  dross  of  the  students  and 
teachers.  Tlio  "thou  shnlt  nots’’  pro¬ 
posed  arc:  No  dresses  shall  bo  worn 
to  school  which  arc  shorter  than  six 
inches  below  the  knee;  use  or  posses¬ 
sion  of  lipstick  or  rouge  oil  tlio  school 
grounds  prohibited:  no  slang  phrases  or 
immodest  lnngungo  shall  bo  employed; 
wearing  of  belts  by  boys  is  prohibited, 
their  use  to  be  supplanted  by  suspen¬ 
ders;  boys  must  wear  overalls,  union- 
alls,  or  knee  trousers  suspended  from  the 
shoulders.  Many  mothers  are  bitter  in 
regard  to  the  new  regulations,  contend¬ 
ing  they  cast  reflections  upon  the  moral 
characters  of  their  daughters.  Many 
townspeople  regard  the  regulation  jok¬ 
ingly  and  declare  that  they  can  not  be 
enforced.

Teachers  Arrive 


5,000  Indians  to  Be  at 
Dedication  at  Haskell 


About  5,000  Indians,  representing  at 
least  seventy-five  tribes,  late  in-  Octo¬ 
ber  will  gather  nt  -the  Haskell  Insti¬ 
tute,  Lawrence,  Kansas,  the  largest 
Indian  school,  for  a  huge  four-day  pow- 
pow  to  celebrate  the  dedication  of  the 
new  $200,000  athletic  plant.  The  plant, 
built  entirely  with  money  contributed 
by  Indians,  incorporates  the  new  Has¬ 
kell  stduiin,  seating  15,000  and  other 
athletic  fields.  All  of  the  Indians  who 
attend  will  bo  invited  to  bring  their 
wigwams  and  pitcli  them  on  tlio  farm 
south  of  the  Haskell  school.  Tlio  tribes 
will  be  grouped  in  villages  as  in  the 
old  days  and  each  tribe  will  have  its 
owii  chief.  The  chiefs  will  gather  one 
day  to ‘smoke  the  pipe  of  peaco  and 
hold  friendly  council.  During  the  pow- 
pow-the  world’s  champion  Indian  dan¬ 
cers  will  be  selected.  One  of  the  feat¬ 
ures  of  the  gathering  will  be  the  pre¬ 
sentation  in  the  stdium  of  Longfellow’s 
"Hiawatha’’.  The  players  will  wear 
native  customcs  of  gorgeous  colors  and 
the  display  will  be  hold  beneath  elec¬ 
tric  lights.

New  Frosh  Rules 


‘Science  and  Religion  in  College  Life”

Tho  rules  governing  the  — Freslimnn 
boys  and  girls  have  been  revised  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  bulletin  signed  by  Chil¬ 
ton  Hoss,  president  of  tho  Sophomoro 
class,  and  posted  upon  the  bulletin 
board.  - 

Following  are  tho  now  rules  by  which 
tho  freshmen  will  be  governed: 


1.  No  one  can  have  a  date  unless  a 
Bophomoro,  juior  or  senior  is  along. 


2.  The  front  or  main  entrance  of  the 
administration  building  cannot  be  used 
for  entrance.  Tho  punisltment  for  this 
is:  tho  boys  shall  reenter  on  tho  hands 
and  foet,  tho  girls  shall  bow  low  ten 
times.  The  door  may  bo  used  for  oxit. 


3.  The  two  preceding  rules  shall  re¬ 
main  in  effect  until  November  1st. 


•4.  Tho  green  cap  shall  be  worn  to  all 
school  functions,  by  girls  in  tho  halls, 
and  at  all  times  within  the  city  limits,  j 
Tho  cap  is  not  to  bo  worn  on  Sunday. 
This  rulo  shall  remain  in  effoct  until  tho 
last  football  gamo. 

5.  Tho  abovo  rules  are  to  bo  enforced 
by  the  sophomores,  junior  und  sonior 
classes.  Tho  mode  of  punishmont  shall 
bo  some  form  of  persuasion  that  will 
not  impair  tho  health,  modesty,  or  tho 
morality  of  tho  freshman.  Any  ono  hurt¬ 
ing  a  freshman  to  tho  extont  of  impair¬ 
ing  any  of  tho  abovo  qunlitos  pos¬

Do  we  as  students  know  how  to  use 
tho  typewriter?  If  not,  why?  Perhaps 
our  reason  is  that  we  are  not  expecting 
to  be  stenographers  and  so  do  not  feel 
that  we  shall  need  this  special  skill. 
This -reason  hardly  holds  good.  Every¬ 
one  should  have  some  understanding  of 
typewriting  to  fit  him  for  his  life  work. 
No  matter  what  occupation  we  aro  en¬ 
gaged  in  wo  shall  have  writing  to  do 
and  it  can  be  more  rapidly  and  accur¬ 
ately  done  on  the  typewriter  than  with 
a  pen. 

To  use  a  typewriter  is  especially  valu¬ 
able  for  a  student,  as  ho  can  prepare 
his  themes,  book  reports,  and  term 
papers  in  this  way.  It  is  essential  in 
tho  work  of  a  journalist  for  many 
printers  will  not  take  copy  which  is  not 
typed.  The  teacher  has  papers,  outlines, 
and  records  .to  make  out,  and  business 
letters  to  write,  which  should  be  typed 
in  order  to  make  a  neater,  more  legible 
piece  of  work  as  well  ns  to  save  time. 


The  secretary  has  a  more  out-stand¬ 
ing  need  for  using  the  typewriter  than 
anyone  else,  but  tho  business  man  will 
also  find  it  an  asset  to  be  equipped  with 
this  knowledge,  as  ho  may  not  alwayB 
be  able  to  afford  a  stenographer,  and 
even  if  lie  can,  there  will  always  be 
writing  which  he  will  wish  to  do  for 
himself.  The  housekeeper  will  find  it  a 
great  convenience  to  use  a  typewriter 
in  writing  her  letters  or  her  club  papers. 

In  learning  to  uso  tho  typewriter  the 
best  plan  is  to  study  tho  touch  system, 
which  can  be  fairly  well  mastered  in 
a  year’s  training.  It  is  far  easier  to 
acquire  this  skill  in  college  before  we 
go  into  tho  business  world  than  to  try 
to  master  it  afterwards.  Before  many 
years  the  typewriter  will  be  in  every 
homo,  the  same  as  the  sewing  machine 
and  the  radio.  It  would  bo  well  for  us 
to  remember  these  points  in  planning 
our  courses,  and  arrange  to  take  nt 
least  a  year  of  typewriting. — The  Wes¬ 
tern  Courier.

He  considered 
child  life  in  school  simply  a  brief  period 
of  preparation,  There  wns  no  perception 
of  professional  training,”  Dean  Nenlo 
said."  1  The  teacher  considered  a  fow 
years  at  teaching  a  stepping-stono  to 
another  profession.” 

“The  student  of  past  years  wns  di¬ 
vorced  from  reality  and  experience. 
Today  tho  modern  creed  should  bo  that 
the  student  is  tho  nctivo,  agent.  Real 
effective  benefits  conic  from  our  educa¬ 
tional  program  whore  there  is  activity 
and  participation,  of  the  student.” 

“Tho  football  player  is  likened  unto 
tile  educator,”  Dr.  Hendricks  said. 
“The  plnyer  must  know  tho  gnmo,  not 
only  know  tho  game  ns  a  whole,  but 
know  his  individual  part  ns  well.  Thoro 
must  bo  co-operation  with  tho  other  fol¬ 
lows  on  tho  team.”

Mrs.  Blair  deplored  the  fact  that  tho 
American  peoplo  nro  so  prono  not  to 
vote.- “Tho  greatest  problem  of  tho  ago 
is  to  mako  tho  public  realize  itsrospons- 
ibilily  ns  the  American  public  and  to 
mako  it  take  part  in  tho  government.” 

,  Mrs.  Blnir  then  showed  figures  on 
voting,  indicating  that  only  45  percent 
of  those  eligible  to  do  so  Vote  in  presi¬ 
dential  elections,  and  tlmt  only  11  per 
cent  vote  in  general  bond  elections.
